Our will i berefore, and We charge you ftraith, 
and commands, that incontinent theſe Our htters ſeen ye paſſe to the Mercat Croſſe of Edinburgh, nd 
other places needfull , and thereat, in Our Name and Ambority, by oppen Proclamation, make publi- 
cation of Our diſſolving the preſent current Parliament of this Our Kmgdom , andihat the ſame s diſ- 
 -Jofved, that all Our Leiges may have due and timeous notice thereof. T hewhich to do, We committo 
| ou konjunily aud ſeverally , Our full power, by theſe Our 7etters delivering them by youduly exe- 
cute, and endorſat again to the bearer.
